The great step taken lately for 
the realization of operating tran- 
sition was the purchase of great 
quantity of equipment of Amer- 
ican origin with financing of the 
Eximbank through the National 
Bank of Economic Development. 
Purchased were 560 forklifts, 300 
mobile cranes, 15 diesel-electric 
engines, 42 dock tractors, 7 strad- 
lle trucks and 4 heavy lift trucks 
in a total of $4,677,700.00 (US) 
and were distributed to nineteen 
ports of Brazil. 

It is interesting to note that the
